feathers. A eurlonsity is the panitllsel 
widow finch of Africa which iias a 
body 4 inches long and a tall a fun: 
in leug.h. After a heavy rain or tbtw 
the bird cannot fly until the sun has. 
dried its fe.i liers, which puts It at I 
the mercy of I's enemies. The lit-aver 
uses Its flat, broad tall as a ma.sttn's 
trowel, the great ant eater spends tin 
money for umbrellas while It can arch 
Its large hairy tail over Us biiek. 
and the kangaroo Is khvimI the expense 
of chairs by sitting on its wcllmusch-d 
tall. The wuod|ieeker em|)Ioys Us stiff 
tail feathers as a pro|> when cliinblnKj 
trees.

The new Kentucky State Fair 
grotiuds. where the 1908 annual exhibi- 
tion will be held, la eairfly one of the 
most modenfly arranged and best 
equipped in Uieoaaatia . From an aes- 
thetic iinlat of view tho graceful fines 
of the baildtngii bamionize with the 
surrounding topography. The car 
lines will eztimd Into the gmimds so 
that one may atet' directly from the 
car to the entrance of the Fair. An 
incKmlng archway will extend over the 
main driveway at the entrunre. The 
driveway, 100 feet in width, leads di- 
rectly to the I^iveatocfc Pavilion.

At th« Kentucky State Fair. 

Entries of exhibits in sll I.lvestock 
Departments, except for horses, mules 
and jack stock, will close Monday. 
Sept. 7th, at 6 p. m.. and In all ether 
departments prior to Thursday, Sept. 
10th. Entries of horses, mules and 
jacks will positively close at 12 o'clock 
the da.v before the exhibition this .vear, 
as there will be a printed program of 
the horse show, giving the name of 
tlie owner, the name nnd color of the 
horse, and the number of the entry, 
which must corivspond with the arm 
number on the person riding, driving 
or exhibiting same. It is absolutely 
essential that the entry giving this in- 
formation be filed with the Secretary 
by noon of the day piec'dlng the ex- 
hibition. 

Axhibits must be placrd by 9 o’cl'ick 
-Monday nornliig. Sept. Tth. and ix- 
hlbltors In all departments have been 
so notified. 

There are 1.328 different rings in 
which liberal prizes are offered, while 
there is a tctal of over 200 different 
lots. The horse classification Is sub- 
divided Into clnsses suitable for light 
harness, flve-galted sadiVers. three- 
gaited saddlers, roadsters, combined 
harness ana flve-galted saddlers, plan- 
tation saddlers, ninaboiits, high step- 
pers.
